Moore 
discloses a top side surface having a plurality of spaced apart flexible resilient fingers

extending therefrom within a periphery in the form of the top side being a periphery (Fig. 
4). Moore does not disclose fingers extending therefrom within a periphery when a 
periphery is a side surface.
